THEY MET AND VOTED 


But Most of the Legislatures Are in a 
Deadlock. 


KANSAS SENATE ELECTS JOHN MARTIN 


The Republicans Abstain from Vot- 
ing and Are Left. 


NO RESULT IN OTHER WESTERN STATES 


Montana, North Dakota and§Several Other 
Legislatures Not Able to Announce 
Their Choice Yet—Other News. 


Topeka, Kas., January 25.—The legisla- 
ture met in joint session at noon in repre- 
sentative hall. The republican members of 
both houses and the senate declined to an- 
swer to their names when the roll was call- 
ed, as did Senator O’Brien, democrat of 
Wichita. Ninety-one persons responded to 
their names, eight more than a quorum. 
Eleven of these were members of the pop 
ulist house and had been given seats through 
contest proceedings. Without these there 
was no quorum. When the senate. roll 
was called on ballot, the entire populist 
strength went to John Martin, twenty-five 
populist senators, voting for him—O’Brien 
also voting for Martin. The result of the 
vote as finally announced was: Martin, 86; 
Colburn, 4; Hanna, 1; Snyder, 1; Close, 1. 
President Daniels announced that as Judge 
John Martin had received a majority of 
the votes that he had been duly elected 
United States senator. Before this was 
done Senator Baker, republican, demanded 
that republicans be given the right to vote. 
The presidents ruled that the vote was ap- 
nounced and no further vetes could be re- 
ceived. The populist joint session at once 
dissolved, and Senator Baker, republican, 
mounting a chair in the midst of the cheers 
that were being made for Martin, and of- 
fergd a.resolution,in which it was set forth 
that ten persons who voted in joint session 
had no legal right to seats, and declaring 
that no action had been had and calling upon 
members to meet and elect a senator. 
Speaker Douglass was promptly elected 
chairman of the republican joint session 
after the resolution was adopted. An in- 
effectual ballot was then taken, the vote 

dy, 77. No quorum being present 
an adjournment was taken until 12 o’clock 
tomorrow.

More Complications. 


The election of Martin leaves the situa- 
tion as complicated as before. Though he 
is declared elected, it was done by a vote 
of the house, the constitutionality of which 
is disputed. Republicans and stalwart 
democrats claim that the election is a farce 
because the populist house is an illegal body 
and none of its acts can be legal. The re- 
publicans find themselves in a predicament 
for the reason that they are unable to mus- 
ter a quorum to vote on a senator and will 
not be able to do so until their rights in 
the house have been passed upon by the 
courts. If the courts lJecide that «the re- 
publicans ‘have a constitutional lower house 
then they will elect another senator, who 
will undoubtedly be a straightuot demo- 
crat and the contest for recognition will be 
transferred to Washington. 

The Republicans Left. 

The populists stole a clever march on 
the republicans when they nominated Mar- 
tin in the caucus last night. They argued 
that Martin, being a democrat, there would 
go into their joint convention not only 
enough democrats to elect him without 
eounting the pulist members who took 
the seats of the unseated republicans, but 
also enough to break the republican quo- 
rum. Their figuring was correct, for today 
saree democrats voted for Martin. f 
cU@sse, these three cannot now go into the 
republican joint convention and without 
them the republicans can only muster 
eighty-one members, two short of a quo- 
rum. 

Judge Martin has been a leading demo- 
crat in Kansas ever since there were any 
democrats in the state. He has made the 
race for congress in his district several 
times and once, four years ago, undertook 
the .thankless task running for governor 
on the straight defhocratic ticket in the 
face of a republican majority of 80,000. 
When the Farmers’ Alliance developed into 
the populist party, Judge Martin urged 
the democrats to unite with them, not so 
much to secure the victory of populist vic- 
tory and p ist men, as to beat the re- 
publfcans. is counsel prevailed and the 
result at the last election is well known. 
Today he received his reward. : 

Mrs. Lease Says Her Party Is Dead. 


Mrs. Lease and Mrs. Diggs declfre em- 
phatically that the election of Marti means 
nothing less_than the death of the people’s

When He Said the Panama Canal Directors 
Could Not Be Charged with Swindling. - 


Paris, January 25.—W Barboux re- 
sumed his uarguuent today Im behalf of the 
accused Panama directors,#he courtroom 
wes alrcady as threnged ag the rules for 
admission woul le | distin—- 
guished members of the ‘Paris bar were 
present, while officials and others interest- 
ed, were pre-eminently represented. Buar- 
boux applied his eloquence to proving that 
the Panama directors could not be accused 
of swindling in the issne of the lottery bond, 
as they had simply adopted the same posi- 
tion openly adopted by the chamber of uep- 
uties. This assertion caused a profound 
sensation among the audience. Prior to 
attention on the part of the directors the 
chamber of deputies, M. Barboux said, 
had authorized the lottery bonds. It was 
argued at the time in the chamber that the 
company was already ruined, but the cham- 
ber voted, notwithstanding this declaration, 
to authorize the issue, and thus gave con- 
fidence to the public to subseribe for the 
bonds which the legislature, after full dis- 
cussion of the subject, had approved. The 
directors. therefore, could not be accused 
of swindling in having issued these bonds 
ig the approval and consent of the cham- 

r. 


REFUSED THE REQUEST 


For a Surgeon to Visit the Prison and Exam- 
ine Mrs. Maybrick. 

London, January 25.—The latest action 
of the authorities indicates that there is 
very little prospect of the release of Mrs. 
Maybrick. Baroness de Roques, mother of 
Mrs. May@rick, succeeded in obtaining the 
consent of the well-known physician, Sir 
Thomas Spencer Wells, presigent of the 
Royal College of Surgery, and surgeon to 
her majesty’s household, to visit her daugh- 
ter and examine her condition. Applica- 
tion was made to Home Secretary Asquith 
to permit the visit. The home secretary 
refused to grant the application on the 
ground that the medical treatment given by 
the prison doctor was as sufficient for 
Mrs. Maybrick as for the other prisoners. 
This decision of the home secretary appar- 
ently convinced the baroness that, for the 
present af least, nothing further could be. 
done and she has gone back to France. 


ALL HOPE ABANDONED 


Of Rescuing the Men Entombed in the Mine 
in Bohemia. 

Vienna, January 25.—All hope of rescu- 
ing alive the men entombed by the explosion 
of the fire-damp in the Forthscritt mine, 
Dux-Dux, Bohemia, has been abandoned. 
An .investigation of the list of employes 
reveals the fact that 130 men lost their 
lives in the disaster, as it is generally con- 
ceded that those who were not killed by 
the explosion must have been suffocated 
by the after-damp. 

The mine is being cleared of e 
as rapidly as possible, but the work is nec- 
essarily slow. Every effort will be made 
to recover the bodies of the dead. Many 
heartrending scenes were witnessed about 
the mouth of the shaft when it was an- 
nounced by the mine officials, beyond the 
shadow of a doubt, that every man in the 
mine was dead. No explanation is made 
as to how the explosion occurred.

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A BAD NBGRO'S KNIFE 


Drawn Across the Throat of a White 


Woman in New Orleans. 
HE RUNS TO A PLACE OF AIDING, 


And a Fireman Is Slain Who Tried 
te Pull Him Out. 


‘ALARGE CROWD OF PEOPLE. GATHER 


And Soon the Murderer Is Riddled with 
Bullets, and Hanged tothe Limb 
of a Tree. 


New Orleans, La., January 25.—One of 
the most horrible crimes ever committed 
here occurred this evening and resulted in a 
woman's throat being cut from ear to ear, 
@ man being murdered and another being 
lynched. The crime took place in the fifth 


district of this city, which is far off from the 


thickly settled neighborhoods. Mrs. Martin 
McMahon, an aged woman, keeps a grocery 
at the corner of Atlantic and Pacific ave- 
nues, Algiers. She sometimes hired a negro 
ex-convict named Fisher. This evening she 
sent the negro on an errand. She expressed 
displeasure at a trifling purchase he had 
made for lier. The negro, without warning, 
reached over to where a large meat knife 
was, and, taking it up, rushed for the wo 
man. He-gtiught her by her bair and cut 
her throat. ‘The woman’s screams attracted 
the attention of a’ white man, who ran to 
her assistance. The negro fied, jumping 
a back fence and hiding in an outhouse of 
another dwelling. In|the meantime the 
noise had brought John Barrett, a fireman, 
to the scene. He caught the negro, but, 
like a flash, the latter turned and stabbed 
him three times, killing him instantly. By 
this time the entire neighborhood had been 
aroused and men armed with every kind of 
weapon came upon the scene and after sev- 
eral shots had , aan fired at the negro the 
crowd quickly got a rope and with cries of

In most of the great cities of America, 
public charity has been in like fashion 
systematized, and private charities of 
the indiscriminate order merged into the 
established and orderly methods of a 
mutual organizattion. The advantages of 
centralizing and methodizing the relief 
work of a city like this are most obvious, 
and are sufficiently set out in the scheme 
now proposed to gain the endorsement 
of all good men and women. Out of the 
poverty and emergencies of life in a large 
community there comes forth inevitably, 
along with the deserving objects of 
charitable consideration, a motley tribe 
of voluntary indigents and professional 
pleaders for public and private alms. To 
investigate all cases, to relieve the honest 
and advertise the fraudulent, is a work 
that can only be accomplished through a 
central association and by the approved 
methods that have been operated by such 
bodies and their agents. 

Atlanta needs just such an organization, 
and we are satisfied that to such a one 
as is contemplated the charitable people 
are ready to make their stated and liberal 
contributions. From the excess of offer- 
ings in the recent event there is left 
a surplus that will capitalize the asso- 
claton at the outset, and the appeal in the 
churches on Sunday next should result in 
a list of names and subscnptions that 
will guarantee the permanency and effi- 
ciency of the organization. Let the peo 
ple of Atlanta make this movement a 
prompt and monumental success.

A British Tar Baby. 

The New York World has,a long spe- 
clal giving a rollicking account of the 
misadventure of an Englishman at Cob- 
ham, Va.—an affair in which the hero 
was John Armstrong Chanler, the hus- 
band of Amelia Rives-Chanler. 

Whether the story is true, vr not we 
cannot vouch. It seems. faicredibie, but 
it is good enough to ke true. It seems 
that a short time sgo a young English- 
man calling himseif Arthur Flower March 
arrived at Cobham, where he began op- 
erations br claiming that he had lost his 
letter ©f credit for $2,500, and, therefore, 
necled temporary financial relief. He 
got it without any trouble and proceeded 
to help himself to the fat of the land. — 

Mr, March said that his uncle was the 
canon of Litchfield, and claimed that he 
had been educated at Harrow. He had 


served four years in the Royal Dublin 


Fusiliers, but Knew nothing about mili- 
tary affairs. He was an intimate friend 
of the queen of Spain, and had a guitar 
which she had given him. He had lived 
in France, Spain, Russia and Africa, and 
was Lord Calthorpe’s particular friend: 

A fine looking young man, standing six 
feet in his socks, telling these yarns, soon 
became popular, and it was not long be- 
fore he got acquainted with the. Rives 
family. Colonel Rives investigated him, 
found that he was a fraud, and after com- 
pelling him to confess that he was a pen- 
niless adventurer, ordered him to keep 
off the premises. The colonel was soon 


called away on business and March at- 


tempted to renew relations with the fam- 
ily. About this time Mr. Chanler arrived. 
He told March to leave the neighborhood 
and offered to help him with a_ loan. 
March promised to go, but still lingered, 
and then he got into trouble. One even- 
ing Mr. Chanler indyged the Englishman 
to accompany him to an outhouse where 
half a dozen gentkemen were in waiting. 
March was then informed that his lies 
and frauds had been discovered and as 


he had refused to leave’ he must submit } 
to a coat of tar and feathers. The vic-’ 


tim was not roughly handled. Mr. Chan- 
ler simply printed on the culprit’s chest, 
“The Way of the Transgressor Is Hard,” 
and on his back, “While Feathering My 
Nest They Feathered Me.” These let- 
ters of tar were covered with feathers, 
and Mr. Chanler then took his tar baby 
on a ten-mile drive out of the county in 
his buggy. Chanler is a little fellow and 
the Briton weighs fully 200, but no fight 
ensued—the fellow was glad enough to 
get away with whole bones and with the 
sum of money which his companion gen- 
erously gave him. 

" It is a queer story, and the queerest 
part of it is the fact that a little yankee 
like Chanler should so soon pick up the 
old-fashioned southern custom of tarring 
und feathering an objectionable charac- 
ter, and do the job in a manner so unique 
and artistic. What Mr. March will do 
remains to be seen. He may lecture or 
he may go home and write a book on 
America. 


Southern Congressmen, 
Generaily, when the house is demo- 
ratic, southern members hold a majority 

of the chairmanships of committees. 

It has been argued that this is because 
ithe south sends a majority of democratic 
representatives. This idea has been 
knvecked out during the present session of 
congress, because in the elections of 1890 
the north sent more democrats to congress 
than were elected in the south, and yet 
southerners hold thirty-two out of the 
fifty-seven chairmanships: of the house 
comunittees. — 

The explanation given by the St Louis 
Globe-Democrat is that the southern dem- 
ocrats have served longer than their 
northern associates, and their experience 
causes them to receive the preference in 


the organization of committees. Our con- | 


temporary says that the south goes far- 
ther than the rest of the country in 
recognizing and rewarding able represen- 
tatives. It renominates good men and 
keeps them in office. This custom makes 
able men sure of several terms, and it 
enables them to give their whole atten- 
tion to their duties, whereas in the north

When the 
north sends the same democratic repre- 
sentatives, session after session, their 
experience will naturally bring them into 
prominence on the committees, 


Regulating Prices by Law. 

The members of the New York legisla- 
ture who are investigating the Reading 
coal combination are considering a very 
crude remedy for the evils resulting 
from monopoly. 

Two senators on the investigating com- 
mittee express the opinion that it would 
be constitutional for the legislature ‘to 
fix the maximum price of coal. Now, if 
there is any one thing that is settled 
under our system of government, it is 
that the law cannot interfere in such 
Matters in the manner suggested. Down 
here in Georgia, during the war, the 
maximum price of salt was fixed, and 
when it was held above that figure it 
was confiscated. But that was a war 
measure, and is in no sense a precedent 
for a legislature to follow in times of 
peace. 

Suppose they regulate the price of coal 
in New York? The next step would be 
to fix the price of various articles of 
food. Then clothing would be added to 
the list. Perhaps the law. would even go 
so far as to prescribe the subscription 
price of newspapers and the rates of 


| advertising. If the legislature can con- 


trol the price of coal, it can control the 
price of anything. 

Instead of piddling with a great prob 
lem in this clumsy fashion, how is it 
that the New York statesmen miss the 
vital point of the whole business? All 
they have to do is to revive the old com- 
mon law in reference to certain specula- 
tive monopolies which are now called 
trusts and combines. In this way they 
can smash the Reading combination and 
leave competition free. This would be 
genuine statesmanship, whereas the pro- 
posed remedy is only a piece of dem- 
agogy. 


The Short Article. 

At a time wher so much is said con- 
cerning the mogfits and the popularity of 
the short stéry, it is in order to say a 
word for the short newspaper article. 

We are doing better in this respect 
than the writers of past generations, but 
there is room for improvement yet.

A few years ago a famous judge in 
England was one of the most popular 
contributors to The London Times. His 
name was Bramwell, and his articles 
averaged about a third of a column. 
Whenever the familiar signature ‘“B.”’ 
appeared in The Times, people never 
failed to read the article. They knew 
that they would find, in the space of 
fifty or sixty printed lines, more clear 
ideas and interesting facts than they 
would find in two columns from another 
pen. 

We need more Bramwells among the 
contributors to the daily press, and it 
would be a good thing for the average 
editorial writer to profit by the same ex- 
ample. Space is valuable in newspapers, 
and the time of their readers is worth 
something. The short article, when it 
covers its subjett, pleases everybody, but 
it takes more thought, more skill in 
handling words and more time to get 
up this sort of article than an amateur 
would suppose.

GORDON AND COLQUITT. 


Reports Being Sent Out from Washington 
That They Do Not Agree. 

Several newspapers contain reports from 
Washington that the impression exists that 
Senators Colquitt and Gordon have disa- 
greed about the Georgia patronage under 
the new democratic administration, and 
that the feeling existing between them is 
The Colum- 
bus Enquirer-Sun publishes a special from 


| “BE. P..8.,” from which is taken the fol- 


lowing: 

A gentleman from our state, at present a 
visitor here, says that Gordon is mighty sour 
on Colquitt, for the reason that the senior 
senator gave him no encouragem nit in his race 
against Calhoun, but | think that this report 
had better be received with a grain of allow- 
ance, as Colquitt had nothing in common with 
Calhoun, and his association with Gordon 
dates back to @ period when friends were 
friends. The fact that Senator Colquitt has 
expressed his intention to return to Washing- 
ton about Feb lst would warrant one 
in believing that he Was not satisfied with Sen- 
ator Gordon's position, but of this we cannot 
judge now. 

If the assumption that there has been 
any disagreement is based on the idea that 
Sepator Colquitt did not earnestly support 
General Gordon’s re-election, it is of 
course erroneous, for Senator Gordon had 
no more active supporter than Senator Col- 
guitt, who worked earnestly in his behalf 
during the entire progress of his campaign 
before the legislature. Indeed he was one 
of General Gordon’s most active supporters, 
and was called upon to address the legisla- 
ture when the election of the former was 
declared. 

Another of the reports sent ont from 
Washington states that General Gordon 
has proceeded to arrange a Georgia slate 
without conferring in the slightest degree 
with Senator Colquitt, and that he has 
committed himself to the support of certain 
candidates for almost every office to berfi!]- 
ed. The report has it that al] this has been 
done without the slightest conference with 
Senator Colquitt, at which it is said the 
latter has taken offense, believing that the 
ordinary amenity due from one senator to 
his senatorial colleague should have re- 
quired at least the formality of a confer- 
ence. 

The reports referred to are published sim- 
ply for what they are worth, and as a mat- 
ter of gossip.Several of the papers are talk- 
ing about it, and whether or not the reports 
fre exaggerated can only be ascertained 
by developments after the new adminis- 
tration is installed. _

Will Be Brought Before the Board of Ha- 
ucation This A ‘ternoon—Other 
Matters oi Interest. 


The board of education will meet in feg- 
ular session this afternoon and the meeting 
will be one of the most interesting that 
body has had in a long time. 

The introduction of physical culture into 
the public schools of the city will be one 
of the most interesting features of the meet-

‘Their pupiis, however, are 
those who are able to pay the cost and 
many of them are attending the public 
schools. 

“1 think Atlanta ought to introduce the 
work,” said a gentleman yesterday, Who 
has three children in the public schools. 
“l huve employed one of the best train- 
ers in the south to instruct my children, 
and 1 am glad to say that they are strong- 
er today than they have ever been. lvery 
day they grow better, aud 1 think the money 
Il spend that way is well spent. ‘lhe sys- 
tem is beiug introduced in nearly all of the 
large cities of the country, and 1 see no 
reason why it should not be added to Atlan- 
ta’s schovis. Kiverywhere it has proven a 
success and everywhere the nerves and the 
bodies of the children have grown as their 
minds advanced. You see the exercise of 
the brain is very exhaustive and nothing 
does it half the good as some hard exer- 
cise. After a long and careful study, cer- 
tain motions of the body have been found 
to be equal to any hard exercise ever 
known, and yet they are not so exhaustive. 
These motions are sutticient to draw the 
strain from the brain and to give the child 
the necessary rest mentally. At the same 
time it increases the strength of the child 
in every way. The exercise of the one fac- 
ulty gives the necessary rest to the other. 

“Physical culture can be traced back as 
far as the old Romans and to the Greeks. 
The exercises of the Greeks are nearest to 
the work we now enjoy in physical culture, 
and will be very easy for the pupils to take. 
In this work every muscle of the body will 
be brought into use and the growth of the 
members will be alike. The running, wrest- 
ling, dancing and twisting of the body will 
make all the children more supple. Since 
the days of the Greeks and the mans 
physical culture has been confined to more 
moderate movements and most every coun- 
try has had its own system and way of 
strengthening the body. Many well-known 
pedagogues have written books on the sub- 
ject and some of the books are worth the 
time any member of the board of educa- 
tion can give them, for in them physical 
culture is treated in the most thorough 
manner. I could name a dozen books, but 
it is not necessary. 

“The first person who made gymnastic 
work a study was a German by the name 
of Meets, I believe. He was born in 1759 
and gave his life to the work. Before he 
died he convinced all that the training of 
the body and the regular and right exer- 
cise of the mus¢les were more than apt to 
prolong the life and to increase the strength 
of those who followed it. He gave the 
world, too, som3 of the best literature that 
we have now on the subject. ‘His works 
consist of fifty-three volumes and they are 
all devoted to phygical culture in the school 
room. With the ladies who take an inter- 
est in the work Meéts’s books are great 
favorites. He was the first oné of all the 
trainers and writers who suggested that 
women might become better by the work. 
He declared early in life that exercise was 
as much the right of the woman as it was 
the right of man. 

_“I think that mental and physical educa: 
tion should work hand in hand and that 
the two ought never to be separated, es- 
pecially in towns where the children ecan- 
not have the benefit of the free, pure air 
that is given in the old country school. 
If the mind is worked and the body is neg- 
lected then the body must suffer. If the 
body fs worked and the mind is neglected 
we all know the result. So I say the two 
should be worked together. Several semi- 
naries have been founded wiiére this work 
is being taught in all its details. Take, 
for instance, the big female seminary in 
Milwaukee. Every year that school turns 
out a number of graduates and they are 
ail sought for by other schools because of 
their ability to teach physical culture. 
“There are many reasons why physical 
culture should predominate more than it 
does fiowk It. presg-ves and confirms 
good health. It cures or prevents many. 
forms of disease arising from too close 
office work. It saves doctors’ bills. It 
promotes’ cheerfulness and good digestion 
and drives away the blues. It gives a 
clear head and steadier nerves and thus 
increases one’s power ,to work. It de- 
velops the body, giving symmetry to each 
part and grace to every movement. It re- 
moves the temptation arising from lassi- 
tude, debility and nervous prostration to 
use stimulants. 

“A little daily and regularly for a pro- 
longed time. Physical education, like ment- 
al, cannot be accomplished by spurts, but 
persistent practice will thay He nn train 
each organ of the body so that it will 
perform its proper function easily and ef- 
ficiently. Many are discouraged because 
they cannot develop in a few weeks, and 
are tempted to abandon their exercise. 
But it is the steady work which 
and those who practice regularly not only 
enjoy it, but receive a lasting benefit. Boys 
and girls, by using the exercise for @ year 
or two, will lay the foundation of constitu- 
tions which will save them from many 
fifirmities in later ‘life. Every age and 
every class will find something in the exer- 
cises to compensate for the want of pure 
country air and exercise, and to preserve 
them from the ill effects of crowded city

An Eleven-Year-Old Office Boy Gets Into 
Trouble. 


SAIO HIS GRANDMOTHER WAS’ DYING 


And Begged to Be Turned Out—His Touch- 
ing Appeal to Be Allowed to See 
His Old Grandmother. 


A fair-faced, blue-eyed, bright-looking 
boy, who says he is only eleven years old, 
and whose appearance: indicates that he is 
telling the truth, stood in cell No. 7 at 
police headquarters last night in the midst 
of a half dozen noisy prisoners of the worst 
types. 

Great teardrops coursed down the youth’s 
cheeks and an expression of hopeless dis- 
tress overspread his features. He wept as 
only a ,tender-hearted youth can weep 
when first overtaken in wrongdoing, and 
when first he catches a glimpse of the black 
side of life. 

The prisoners guyed him without mercy. 
They laughed at his fears, mocked him and 
cursed him for his whimpering, called him 
a tenderfoot; and, when at last too tired 
to ubuse him looger, they sank to sleep Ou» 
the floor, he sut disconsolately im one 
corner of the cell and gave full vent to his 
tears. 

“Oh, please, sir, let me out,” he begged 
in a heartbroken way; “let me out. 1 want 
to see grandmamu.ua before she dies. She’s 
been sick for a icng time, and 1 know she 
wants me. I must see her; 1 can’t stay 
pel all night. She may die tonight! 


He broke into hysterical weeping. He 
would listen to nothing that did not 
involve his release so that he might see 
his beloved grandmother, whose pet he is. 

The youthful prisoner was Walter Mann- 
ing, son of heury Manning, a fireman on 
the Western and Atlantic railroad. The 
boy’s father lives on Corput street, and 
the grandmother lives with them. Accord- 
ing to the boy’s story she has been expect- 
ed to die for severai weeks, and the fear 
that she would die while he was in prison 
almost drove the youth wild. Heis a prieht 
youth, and one week ago he went to work 
for the Atlanta Engraving Company as 
office boy. Yesterday morning he was left 
alone in the oflice, and during that time 
a gentleman went to the office and left a 
check for $8 on the table. The boy in- 
spected the check, and after doing so 
pocketed it. He was too shrewd to carry 
it to the bank to have it cashed, but went 
to a store and nude a slight purchase, giv- 
ing the check in payment. He had no 
trouble in getting the check cashed and 
pocketed the money. The loss of the check 
was discovered in a few minutes and De- 
tective Crim was called in. He arrested 
the boy and carr.ed him to the police sta- 
tion. No money could be found in the 
boy’s pockets, and tiie detective was on the 
point of releasing him wher: he discovered 
the money hid@en in the lining of the boy’s 
coat.
